vdll  he  allocated  hy  the  17ar  Food  Administration  to  provide  a  suhstantial  carry- 
over against  the  possibility  of  shorter  supplies  in  1945-46,  the  regional  Office 
of  Distrihution  of  the  WFA  announced  today. 

Bert       'whitlock,  regional  OD  grain  products  chief,  said  July  1  estimates 
indicate  a  1944  harvest  of  1,128,000,000  Dushels,  compared  with  a  1943  crop  of 
856^000,000  Dushels  and  a  19*^7-41  average  production  of  858,000,000  hushels. 
The  largest  previous  harvest,  in  1915,  slightly  exceeded  one  hillion  "bushels. 

"Total  1944-45  supplies  of  wheat  in  the  United  States  prooahly  vdll  exceed 
1,500,000.000  "bushels,  which  should  "be  sufficient  not  only  to  meet  all  needs  for 
the  fiscal  year  "beginning  Ju'iy  1,  "but  also  provide  a  substantial  carry-over," 
said  ^fnitlocko 

Total  requirements  for  the  ensuing  year  are  estimated  at  1,115,000,000 
bushelso    Of  this  amo-unt,  the  iCFA  is  allocating  931,000,000  bushels  (83  per 
cent)  for  civilian  food,  feed,  seed  and  industrial  uses  including  about 
118,000,000  bushels  for  the  manufacture  of  industrial  alcohol*    Another  118,000,- 
000  bushels  (11  per  cent)  is  earmarked  for  U»  S.  military  and  war  sei-vices,  and 
for  our  allies,  territories  and  other  friendly  nations.    Approximately  66,000,- 
000  bushels  is  allocated  for  the  relief  of  liberated  areas. 

The  allocation  is  expected  to  provide  a  balance  of  435,000,000  bushels  to 

be  carried  over  into  the  1945-46  fiscal  year.
